The first division, reached a: 11.00 last night in the Legis- 
lature, on the Alberta and Great Waterways solution resulted in 
a victory for the Government by a ciear majoriiy of nineteen 
votes. Not a member of the House abstained from voting and the 
36 Liberal members of the House were solidly united in tavor of 
Premier Sitton’s solution. 

Opposition Had Ne Alternative Proposal 

The rejected amendment mcved by the Opposition contained 
no suggestion of an alternative solution. It merely stated that 
the bili should not be read a second time until—and then follow- 
ed a long list ot the documents, telegrams, correspondence, maps, 
books of reference, financial statements, draft copies of proposed 
agreements, ete., ete., which the Opposition would require to be 
brought into the House before they would have sufficient confi. 
dence in the financial standing, construction ability and commer- 
cial integrity of J. D. MeArthur, president of the Edmonton, 
Dunvegan and B. Railway, to enter into an agreement with him 


to build the railway from Edmonton to Fort MeMurray. |

If 
the project is good, it will be all 
the better for the public knowing 
what it is and what it means; 
and if after discussion it is not 
made plain that the prospective, 
good.is adequate compensation
